Should lack of funds keep the 
doors closed, pupils desiring to at­ 
tend other district schools will be 
on their own as the board, in session 
this week, ruled that in view of 
the financial tangle all expenses— 
tuition, transportation, etc.—must 
be borne entirely by parents. 
50 In High School 
Last year more than 50 pupils of 
the township attended high school 
at Wellsville and Irondale*. 
Two four-room and a two-room 
building are included in the town­ 
ship. with grades from first to 
eighth. 
Board members explained that if 
the money should be obtained as 
late as November the 
lost school 
time could be made up by arrang­ 
ing six-day sessions and lengthen­ 
ing the daily class period.

T he m agnitude of the problem is 
illustrated by the alm ost astro n ­ 
omical am ount of m aterial th at has 
slid into the channel and had to be 
dug out.

W e would not rare to have our boyhood pals 
escorting eager visitors around town saying, “ Yonder 
Is the hill from which we used to throw rocks at 
Chin Lee, th e laundrym an." or “There Is a school­ 
house we w anted to dynamite." or “Here is the pond 
where we scattered the tacks o’er the Ice to see w hat 
would happen when young lady skaters fell down." 


X l ’E DID not do any of these specific things, of

course. 
N or did we poison any wells or rob 
any banks. T h e hanks were too tough, and if you 
let the wells alone they would give off typhoid germ s 
of their own volition, so th ere was no reason to 
poison them . 
O ur most youthful indiscretions were 
never anything more serious than a little arson, but 
the years and a desire to tell a good story can result 
in exaggeration.

him-whens.

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The War Today: 


Injection Of Talk Of British-American Alliance 


During Present Crisis Proves Rather Surprising 


By DEWITT MACKENZIE 
NEW VORK, Aug 22—It la not surprising th at a British foreign 
office spokesman should deny this morning the statem ent by unofficial 
but well-informed sources in lon d o n that England is seeking a mili­ 
tary alliance with the Ignited States. 
The desire for such an alliance is not a surprise, since Prem ier 
Churchill for many years has advo-*!* 
----------------- 
c&ted the closest possible relations 
between England and the United 
States. But one scarcely would ex­ 
pect such a project to be broached 
publicly at this juncture in view of 
the opposition which it would be 
bound to encounter in many quar­ 
ters in this country. 
Had this information come direct 
from our old friend the very talk a­ 
tive Alfred Duff-Cooper, who ap­ 
proximately is designated as m inis­ 
ter of inform ation, the position 
would have been quite understand­ 
able. He has been coaching us for 
months on how to get into the war. 
It was difficult to believe, how­ 
ever, that Mr. Churchill would give 
countenance to an announcem ent 
even of hopes of an alliance at this 
time. 
He 
is 
too 
everlastingly 
shrewd to spill the beans in such a 
manner. 
Personally I was waiting with 
much interest to see w hether the 
American reaction to the sugges­ 
tion of an alliance would be of a 
nature to encouarge pursuit of a 
subject which is one of the ni03t 
inflammable th at could be tossed 
among our public. The British for­ 
eign office has acted witl^ rem ark­ 
able speed to avoid discussion of 
the m atter. 
It is true th at the suggested al­ 
liance as outlined unofficially is by 
way of putting further teeth in the 
Monroe Doctrine. It would embrace 
the defense of Canada and other 
British possessions in this hemi­ 
sphere. 
Many 
Americans may find 
it 
hard, however, to see how such a 
pact 
could 
avoid 
comm itments 
which would be wider than the 
western hemisphere. 
Indeed, the 
London sources say that the al­ 
liance 
as 
envisaged 
now 
also 
"would form the basis for common 
diplomacy in the F ar East a t the 
conclusion of the European con­ 
flict." T hat means, of course, com­ 
mon action in handling Japan.

A. M. Galbraith, British consul 
at Pittsburgh, told the Lions club 
here hi.s nation “will fight to the 
end" and that the “English spirit 
cannot be crushed". 
Addressing the club at its w eek­ 
ly luncheon W ednesday in Mary 
Patterson memorial, Mr. Galbraith 
discussed aspects of H itler’s war 
against England, and declared: 
"England has proved that she 
still is m istress of the seas, even 
though sea-power is proving itself 
second rate to air power” and “the 
British have dem onstrated beyond 
any doubt that H itler c an be out­ 
m aneuvered" 
He was referring to the Allied 
troops who were evacuated from 
Dunkirk. 
Mr. Galbraith 
said that demo­ 
cracy abroad and in the United 
States lias been guilty of com pla­ 
cency 
during 
the 
last 
several 
years and that “we have been sw al­ 
lowing untrue fables.” 
He advanced these arguments: 
“I.—That we have thought our­ 
selves invulnerable. 
“2.—That 
we 
have 
considered 
ourselves independent of the Brit­ 
ish Atlantic fleet. 
"3.—That wo have been imbued 
more or less with the thought that 
com plete isolation is the best."

fact rem ains that she has liquidat­ 
ed all but a billion and a half. 
He urged the United States to 
continue the flow of munitions to 
England adding that Britain will 
supply the man power.

“All Britain got out of the last 
war was 20 years of peace, but, if 
Kngland is on the winning side this 
time. there will be no duplication 
of m istakes that were made in the 
writing of the treaty of Versailles," 
he concluded.

‘Long Live The Struggle!’ Is 


Slogan That Epitomized 


Slain Red Leader

•'Long live th e struggle" was the 
xray Leon T ro tsk y hailed America 
when he took refuge in the United 
S tates in 1917. 
The slogan epitom ­ 
ized him. 
Ile struggled against the czarist 
regime, then to put himself forward 
in the bolshevist movement, again I 
in a futile atte m n t to succeeed 
Nikolai Lenin a s the strong man 
of the Union of Socialist Soviet 
Republics, afte r that to overthrow 
th e governing group headed hy Jo ­ 
seph Stalin 
an d 
through 
many 
years to overcom e ill health and 
ward off a tte m p ts on his life by 
political foes. 
H e did a tta in high place in the 
early days of the Soviet Union, 
b u t he fell from that em inence to 
become a hom eless nomad, barred 
from Europe an d Asia and forced 
early in 1937 to find haven with a 
disciple in Mexico. 
Second ouly to Lenin when the 
bolshevists seized power in 1917, 
lie was the firs t com m issar of for­ 
eign affairs, th en became w ar m in­ 
ister, revivified R ussia’s war-weary 
aoldiery and built a m ilitary m a­ 
chine which held off Ja p a n ese a t­ 
tac k s in 
Siberia, checked 
allied 
troops 
at 
Archangel, 
sm ashed 
W hite Russian arm ies on the east, 
south and w est and carried the red 
b a n n er of com m unism to the very 
gates of W arsaw . 
Called in those days "the Napo­ 
leon of Bolshevism" and "w ar lord 
of the Soviets," his nam e constant­ 
ly was coupled with Lenin’s. W hen 
th e latter died in January. 1924, it 
seem ed th a t th e m antle of power 
would 
fall 
gracefully upon 
the 
•boulders of th e Junior m em ber of 
th e firm and he tried to don It. 
But, 
always 
an 
individualist 
in 
C om m unist p arty councils, he had 
m ade enemies. 
Besides he 
had 
not formally Joined the Bolshevist 
wing until 1917 and elders of that 
faction, henchm en of Lenin since 
1903, deemed him an upstart. They 
rallied to Joseph Stalin, executive 
secretary 
of 
the 
Communistic 
party, 
stripped 
Trotsky 
of 
his 
offices, expelled him from the patty 
late in 1927 and banished him and 
his chief political lieutenants. The 
span of his rise and fall was IO 
years. 


Misfortune Couldn’t Still 
Voice W hich Kept Strong Force 
Yet bis w as a voice which m is­ 
fortune could not still. 
F rom exile 
In T urkestan, Turkey, Fiance. Swe­ 
den, Norway and Mexico, he c ar­ 
ried on ag ain st the Stalin regime. 
H e wrote, g ave interviews and, on 
occasion, 
m ade 
public 
addresses 
In 
Russian, 
French, 
Germ an 
or 
English. 
T h a t T rotsky remained a potent 
force was revealed when the Sta- 
linites turned on his erstw hile ad­ 
heren ts and, in the 1935-37 in ter­ 
val, obtained plot confessions from 
them and executed them in squads. 
A t these political trials, In which 
defendants sealed their own dooms 
by acknowledging sabotage, tre a ­ 
son and m u rd er schrmes, he was 
nam ed a s the arch-conspirator and 
th e Moscow governm ent moved to 
h av e htm extradited from Norway 
T h a t country would not surrender 
him 
to 
the 
certain 
death 
that 
aw aited his return to Moscow, but 
it did find th a t he had violated his 
sta tu s as a political refugee by in 
terferlng In the affairs of a nation 
with which his host was at peace 
H e was asked to leave and, having 
exhausted the haven possibilities 
of Europe, h e turned to Mexico.

Mexico and the Soviet Union had 
severed diplomatic relations sev­ 
eral y ears before and no "amicable 
relations” were threatened by this 
outburst. 
The day Trotsky landed in Mex­ 
ico an English translation of his 
bitterly-worded 
"The 
Revolution 
Betrayed" was delivered to a New 
York publishing house. 
The book 
charged 
that 
tho 
Stalin 
regime 
had stifled Marxist socialism un­ 
der a brutal bureaucracy and had 
substituted for the w orkers' and 
peasan ts’ republic founded by Le­ 
nin, a totalitarian s ta te com para­ 
ble to the Nazi regime In Germany 
and the fascist governm ent of Italy. 
Militant Communism* 
Fundamental Difference In Dispute 
In tu rn Stalin declared Trotsky 
alined a t a fascist dictatorship for 
himself, pointing to confessions of 
his form er adherents th a t they had 
plotted with Germ any and Japan 
to force ii losing w ar upon the 
Soviet Union in order to discredit 
und overthrow the Moscow govern­ 
ment. 
Fundam entally the tw o differed 
because Stalin had decided that 
the "m ilitant com m unism " of Trot­ 
sky, which kept a vision of world 
revolution aa Its goal, was a fail­ 
ure, th a t the spread of Commun­ 
ism hest could he accomplished by 
erecting a strong sta te whose suc­ 
cessful p ractice of th e tenets of 
Lenin would convince the messes 
of o th er nations that in that sys­ 
tem lay their salvation. 
Underlying these political aspects 
was m utual personal hatred. 
Nei­ 
ther ever 
forgave 
his 
rival for 
aspiring to the power and prestige 
of Lenin and their quarrel devel­ 
oped 
to 
the point 
where Stalin 
sought the execution of his foe as 
a “traito r" and Trotsky, according 
to confessions of his convicted fol­ 
lowers, m ade the assassination of 
Stalin a part of his schem e for a 
retu rn to power. 
Exile, as such, held no terrors 
for T rotsky. 
In fact he passed 
only 30 years and six m onths free 
in his native Russia and IS of those 
years covered the interval between 
birth and his first arrest. 
In 1896. at Nikeiayev, he and sev­ 
eral o th er youths organized a so­ 
cialist “cell" which grew Into the 
South Russia W orkers’ union. 
On 
Jan. 28. 1898, young Trotsky and 
65 of his associates were netted 
in 
a 
police 
round-up. 
For two 
years he was in Jail at Kherson 
and Odessa, then spent six months 
in the transfer prison a t Moscow 
and in the spring of 1900 was ban­ 
ished to Ust Kutsk in Siberia. 


Made Escape After H iding 
For Several Nights In Haystack 
In th e sum m er of 1902, aided hy 
a peasant who hid him In a hay­ 
stack for two days and nights, he 
escaped. 
From his first Siberian exile he 
m ade his way to London and for 
the next few years moved around

in Paris, Brussels, Liege and v a r­ 
ious cities of Germany. 
He m et 
Lenin In London but did not throw 
in his lot with the bolshevist fac­ 
tion of the social dem ocrat party 
which the latter headed afte r the 
1903 split in the organization. In­ 
stead, Trotsky rem ained a menshe- 
vist albeit alw ays a rath er inde­ 
pendent one, until 1917. 
Trotsky spent six m onths in St. 
P etersburg following "Bloody S u n ­ 
d a y ” ai January, 1905, then 
was 
forced to flee to Finland. 
T h ree 
m onths later he was back in the 
cza r’s capital, becoming p resident 
of the St. P etersburg Soviet. 
H e 
was presiding a t a m eeting when 
the czar’s police captured all p res­ 
ent. 
Trotsky was banished to Ob- 
dorsk, far beyond the Arctic circle 
in Siberia. 
Again a peasant helped 
him to escape, bundling him In a 
hale of frozen straw and hauling 
him on a sled until they obtained 
reindeer which took Trotsky to the 
Ural railroad. 
H e m ade his way 
to Finland 
w here again he m et 
Lenin. 
T h ere followed seven years of 
journalistic work, mostly In Vienna, 
W hen the W orld war broke out 
T rotsky was shipped to S w itzer­ 
land, to Fiance, to Spain and final­ 
ly, In January, 1917, to New York. 
F or IO weeks he lived in a fifth- 
story "walk-up” flat at 1522 Vsye 
ave.. The Bronx. 
Then the czar 
was overthrown and on March 27. 
1917, tho family sailed for Russia 
T he British authorities took Tot 
sky off the steam er at Halifax and 
held him in an internm ent cam p 
for a month. 
H e reached petro- 
grad in May, helped Lenin and the 
bolshevists overthrow the K eren ­ 
sky regime in October and becam e 
th e Soviet Union’s first com m issar 
of foreign affairs. 
Four 
m onths 
later 
the 
treaty 
which definitely ended Russian par­ 
ticipation ip the World war was 
signed nt B rest Litovsk. 
T rotsky 
was not present at the signing, his 
attitu d e in tile preliminary nego­ 
tiations having so antagonized the 
Germ ans that they had started a 
fresh campaign against Petrograd. 
W hen Berith’* term s were accepted 
"over his head" Trotsky, 
March 
9, 1918, resigned as foreign com ­ 
m issar. 


Named Chairm an Of Party's 
Supreme W ar Council, Then Fired 
T h ree wpeks later he was chr®^n 
chairm an of the Bolshevist suprem e 
war council. 
He matched wits with Sfalin but 
Jan. 19. 1925. was dismissed as w ar 
minister. 
Still he fought on. 
In 
October, 1926, he was ousted from 
the political bureau of the Com­ 
m unist 
party 
aud 
In 
November, 
1927, was exiK'lled from the party 
His foes said he had become just 
"a man of the streets". 
Early In January, 1928, he was 
deported to Alma Ata In T urkestan. 
After a year th ere he was expelled 
from 
Soviet 
territory. 
Turkey 
agreed to receive him and he a r ­ 
rived at Istanbul In mid February. 
1929, later being assigned a resi­ 
dence on the island of Prinkipo. 
There he combated incipient tu ­ 
berculosis, malaria, heart trouble 
and gout.

Czechoslovakia 
and 
else­ 
where lu central Europe were de­ 
nied and it 
was not until July, 
1933, that France gave him asylum 
Yet the following April he was or­ 
dered out of that republic because 
the government found he was or­ 
ganizing a "fourth international" 
to spread the doctrine hi world rev­ 
olution. 
Sweden and Norway were 
his havens until the Moscow trtals 
sent him fleeing to Mexico. 
Below the Rio Grande this storm y 
petrel was alm ost always In tro u ­ 
ble of some kind. 
He wrote volu­ 
minously; called Stalin and his fol­ 
lowers "an unprincipled gang of 
wreckers"; declared the comintern 
was doomed and charged that he 


was being hounded by the Russian 
secret police. 


Often In Personal Danger, 
One Of Guards Being Murdered 
He was often In personal dan­ 
ger. 
Shortly after his arrival in 
Mexico a guard at his hom e was 
shot by unknow n assailants. 
He 
was guarded after anti-Jew ish dis­ 
turbances In Mexico, D. F., In 1939. 
He had a row with Diego Rivera, 
the fam ous Mexican 
painter, 
at 
whose hom e he first lived In Mex­ 
ico, and moved to the city ’s sub­ 
urbs in a house that was described 
as a fortress.

He narrow ly escaped death May 
21, 1940, when a salvo of machine 
gun bullets sw ept through his bed­ 
room. 
H e and his wife were un­ 
harmed. but his guard, R obert Shel­ 
don H arte of New York city, was 
kidnaped and later found dead. The 
police a rrested

M exicans but 
were unable to fix definite blame 
on any one. 
Trotsky a sserted that 
Stalin InsMgated the plot through 
the Mexican Com munist party. 
Trotsky, whose real n a m e was 
Lev Davydovich Bronstein, was a 
native of the Ukraine, where his 
father was a 
prosperous Jewish 
farmer. 
H e 
embraced 
socialism 
when he was 17 and left home.

CHICAGO — Curbings 
which

eight-lane highway under 
construction north of the "loop” 
business district. 
Each line of curb, divided into 
25-foot sections over the two-mile 
route, can be retracted into an un- 
dcr-pavement slot. In each slot are 
hydraulic 
jacks 
and 
powerful 
spring*. Electrically controlled pres­ 
sure pumps raise the jacks, which 
lift curb sections. When the pres­ 
sure Is released, the springs draw 
the sections back flush with the 
pavement. 
Since three-fourths of the traffic 
moves north in the evening apd 
south In the morning, the curbs 
were needed to provide a six-lane 
highway for the rush hours. Dur­ 
ing other hours there are four 
lane* each way. The curbings are 
spaced two lanes apart.

COLUMBUS. July 31 — It is 
possible to feed the average fami­ 
ly a well-roundbd, adequate diet 
at a daily cost of 30 cents a per­ 
son. says Martha Koehne. nutri­ 
tionist in the bureau of child hy­ 
giene of the state department of 
health. 
Miss Koehne. who made an in­ 
tensive study of food and market­ 
ing based on prices prevalent in 
Ohio this summer, tells how' in an 
article in the Ohio State Medical 
Journal. Her research 
was done 
In an attempt to find out whether 
the average family can obtain an 
adequate diet at 
a price within 
their budget. 
This was In line with tile state­ 
ment by medical authorities that 
lf an adequate diet is within the 
reach of everyone, resistance to 
discase will he built up and the 
need for medical care will bo re­ 
duced. 


Cites 
Milk 
Aa 
Important 


Miss Koehne stresses the Import­ 
ance of milk 
as 
an 
invaluable 
source of calcium or lime so neces­ 
sary in building strong teeth and 
bones "and for the normal func­ 
tioning of the soft tissues of the 
body.” 
She advises from two to seven 
quarts a week a person, depend­ 
ing on their age and type of work. 
An Interesting note in the arti­ 
cle Is the assertion by authorities 
that whenever natural foods are 
yellow, such as eggs, carrots, and 
butter, vitamin A usually is pres­ 
ent. 
Sweet 
potatoes, 
which 
are 
In 
this 
classification, 
are 
a 
good 
source of 
vitamin 
A 
and 
Miss 
Koehne advises that they he served 
at least once a week. 
According to the Koehne arti­ 
cle the maximum food value of po­ 
tatoes is preserved by preparing 
them with their skins on. Two or 
three pounds of potatoes a per­ 
son 
Is 
the average 
amount 
re­ 
quired weekly, says Miss Koehne. 
This means potatoes should be on 
the table at least IO or l l times a 
week. 
Miss 
Koehne 
groups 
tomatoes 
and citrus foods together as im­ 
portant sources of vitamin C. She 
mentions 
tomato, orange, 
grape­ 
fruit, and pineapple Juices as good 
vitamin 
sources, 
with 
grapefruit 
Juice having the highest vitamin 
content. 
She says the average person re 
quires one-and-a-quarter 
pints 
of 
grapefruit or orange juice weekly, 
or the equivalent in other juices 
not so rich in the vitamin. 


Vitamin A, Iron Source* 


Also grouped together are cer­ 
tain green and yellow vegetable* 
and fruits which are a valuable 
source of vitamin A and Iron and 
roughage. 
When 
eaten 
raw' this 
group may contribute vitamin C, 
vitamins of the B group, and oth­ 
er minerals, which dissolve in wa­ 
ter and ar* lost through rooking. 
In this group are leaf lettuce. 
new carrots, home-grown aspara­ 


gus,

As to their cooking: "Vegetables 
should be cooked the shortest per­

IS months, should eat 
four or five eggs every week, ac­ 
cording 
to the 
nutrition 
expert. 
She suggests that when eggs are 
low-priced they should he substi­ 
tuted for meat In the diet. 
In discussing meat and fish Miss 
Koehne 
warns against excessive 
consumption 
of 
fat 
hamburger, 
bologna, and weiners, because they 
are highly spiced and of low nutri­ 
tive value. However, she approves 
lean hamburger. 


Cheap Cut* Nutritive 


She notes that cheap cuts of 
meat arc just as nutritive as the 
higher-priced cuts and. if cooked 
properly, they can he made tender 
and 
palatable. 
She 
stresses 
the 
value of such organs as the heart, 
liver and kidneys as good sources 
of vitamin B. Fish ate described 
as a valuable diet adjunct. 
One-and-a-half or two pounds of 
meat or fish are required each 
week by the average person, the 
nutritionist says, while boys 16 to 
19 years old and men doing strenu­ 
ous 
work 
need 
almost 
three 
pounds. 
Miss Koehne says that at least 
half of the bread and cereal food 
used 
should 
be 
of 
the 
whole- 
grained variety. 
The article deals with other de­ 
tails of the diet with prices often 
quoted. The weekly cost of food 
per person, she figured, was from 
18 cents for small children to 33 
cents for men doing hard physi­ 
cal work, with 30 cents as the 
average.

The other day I found 
two of them stripped bare and 
found them full of little bleck, 
shiny worms that were spinning 
themselves in little sacks or cones 
and hanging on the limbs.

A : Your evergreens 
apparently 
are infested with bagworms. For two 
small evergreens such as yours the 
easiest thing to do is to pick off 
tbs bagworms now and burn them. 
If they were larger trees 
they 
should 
have 
been 
sprayed 
with 
arsenate of lead earlier in the sea­ 
son. 
This would have killed the 
bagworms and prevented any seri­ 
ous Injury. 
As it is you may find 
Just many of the smaller branches 
bays been killed. 


Q: W hat kind of a tree could 
we use to get the same effect as 
the Lombardy poplar? 
Due to 
their short duration we do not 
care to use them, but want some­ 
thing tali, stately and fast grow­ 
ing, like the Lombardy, that would 
give us complete privacy st the 
rear of our property.

A., Cincinnati. 
A : In place of the Lombardy pop­ 
la r which is subject to a twig blight, 
may I suggest you use Bolleana 
poplar. 
These have The same gen­ 
eral habit of growth except that 
the foliage la slightly grayish-green.

Whether possibly you do not have 
oyster shell rather than San Jose. 
Eith er may he killed by a winter 
spray of miscible oil or lime sulfur. 
The oil should not he applied during 
freezing winter or when it la like­ 
ly to freeze before it has had an 
opportunity 
to 
dry. 
The 
oyster 
shell scale may also be controlled 
during the late spring. After the 
young have 
batched 
out of the 
eggs there is a period of a few days 
w hile they are crawling around be­

Q: W hat treatment would you 
recommend for the coll, when 
the teat shows that It ie slightly 
alkaline for planting of azalea 
plants?

A : Inasmuch as azaleas require 
an acid soil, I do not particularly 
recommend them for your section 
of t i* state where the soil 
is 
naturally alkaline, although the re­ 
action of the soil may he corrected 
by the application of aluminum sul­ 
fate for Immediate effects or powd­ 
ered sulfur which takes a season to 
correct. W atering with well water
